Con nuevos

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East Side Union 
High School District 
faces deep cutbacks

It has been six hectic months 
since Dr. Esperanza Zendejas, 
Ed.D, was hired in August of 
2003 as the new Superintendent 
of the East Side Union High 
School District (ESUHSD). Ar- 
riving from her last position in 
Cobb County, Georgia, with an 
obvious wealth of experience 
and a passion for learning; Dr. 
Zendejas has been, by necessity, 
mostly consigned to resolving 
the ESUHSD $8 million fiscal 
deficit. “The most difficult part 
for me is focusing on the busi- 
ness side because as superinten- 
dents, our focus should be in- 
structional... The priorities are 
still not yet balanced for me,” 
recounts Dr. Zendejas. 

The ESUHSD has a nearly 
$1 billion annual budget to edu- 
cate 25,000 students and 27,000 
adults. It is one of the largest high 
school districts in the United 
States. Dr. Zendejas reflects on 
the deficit: “I think in an era 
where fiscal accountability is key 
to the success of the business; 
when you don’t have that money 
coming in, obviously you have 
to look at making sure that ev- 
erybody is on the right track for 
expenses...tightening up how we 
do business, clarifying expecta- 
tions.” 

Reconsidering outsource 
contracts

Cio, who is currently running

“In some cases we are pay- 
ing out for people to do the job 
that we are supposed to do.

Maybe 
four years ago we could afford 
to pay half-a-million dollars 
here, sixty thousand there, sev- 
enty there, thirty there...but this 
is a new time so we need to 
evaluate everything we are do- 
ing,” comments Dr. Zendejas.

Mientras que por días en San Francisco, cientos de parejas de homosexuales y lesbianas, procedentes de 
Europa y al menos 20 estados del país, han acudido a contraer “matrimonio” en el Palacio Municipal de esa 
ciudad y además, un condado del estado de Nuevo México también ha expedido licencias de matrimonio a 
parejas de la misma situación, ha generado protestas de quienes están en pro y en contra de este tipo de 
alianzas. , 

El presidente George W. Bush Jr., el martes pasado, manifestó que “después de dos siglos de jurisprudencia 
norteamericana y más de un milenio de experiencia humana, algunos jueces y autoridades locales están 
tratando, pomposamente, de cambiar el más importante fundamento de la civilización, el matrimonio, sus 
acciones han creado confusión y requieren ser aclaradas”, expresó presionando para que se apruebe una 
enmienda a la Constitución. El presidente aclaró que “el matrimonio no puede separarse de sus contextos 
culturales, religiosos y naturales”. Al mismo tiempo, el presidente se autodenominó un conservador compasivo 
y dejó entre ver la posibilidad de permitir que se den uniones civiles como alternativa a los matrimonios del 
mismo sexo. 

Según una encuesta de CNN, 64% de los encuestados están en contra de que el matrimonio entre 
parejas del mismo sexo tenga los mismos derechos y obligaciones que el matrimonio entre parejas 
heterosexuales. 

Por su parte, el candidato demócrata a la presidencia John Kerry, también se opone a los matrimonios 
entre homosexuales, pero está al igual que el presidente, a aceptar uniones civiles entre esas parejas.

Kathy Chávez Napoli es una 
persona que dice sin temor lo que 
piensa y siente. Es una mujer fuer- 
te, de negocios y comprometida 
con su comunidad. Ella es candida- 
ta para un puesto en la Asamblea 
Estatal por el partido demócrata en 
las elecciones primarias del pró- 
ximo 2 de marzo, representando el 
Distrito 23. 

Chavez Napoli se ha labrado 
un camino a base de grandes tra- 
bajos, esfuerzos y sacrificios. Co- 
noce por experiencia propia las 
injusticias de la vida a las que se 
enfrentó a temprana edad, cuando 
a su familia le quitaron su casa para 
construir la carretera 680. Hoy, re- 
cordando lo sucedido, en su men- 
saje a los electores les dice “Prote- 
geré la privacidad de nuestros 
derechos, de consumo y de nuestra 
comunidad para un vecindario más 
seguro y un mejor medio am- 
biente”. 

En Perfil de Los Nuestros co- 
noceremos un poco más de sus 
inicios, trayectoria y de su barrio 
al Este de San José, llamado “Sal 
Si Puedes”. Kathy Chávez Napoli 
no se avergiienza de sus orígenes, 
al contrario, parece que fuera el eje 
de donde emana su fuerza. 
Originaria del Este de San José 

Nacida en el seno de una fa- 
milia de siete hermanos, recuerda 
que “creciendo al Este de San José 
(por el 680 y Capitol) no había ace- 
ras para caminar cuando iba a la 
escuela. Desde que tenía cinco

años trabajé recolectando frutas 
como uvas y nueces en Berryessa; 
recolectando y cortando albarico- 
que en Evergreen y uvas y fresas 
en Monterey Road”. 

De esa forma, ella y sus her- 
manos obtenían dinero para com- 
prar su ropa de escuela, ya que con 
la profesión de carpintero de su pa- 
dre, durante el invierno “no había 
mucho trabajo”, señaló. “Teníamos 
que laborar y era un trabajo duro”. 

Los rasgos de Chávez Napoli 
denotan la herencia hispana y na- 
tivo americana que heredó de sus 
padres. Sin embargo, fue hasta los 
12 años de edad cuando descubrió 
por medio de una carta enviada a 
su padre de parte de la comunidad 
nativa americana, de Su ascen- 
dencia del lado de su progenitor. 

Cuando tenía 16 años, la Ciu- 


dad de San José haciendo uso del 
Eminent Domain expropió su casa 
y la de muchos de sus vecinos. Esa 
experiencia dejó una huella pro- 
funda en la mente de Chávez 
Napoli que nunca ha olvidado. 

Poco antes de graduarse de la 
preparatoria, Chávez Napoli no 
pensaba en ir a la universidad, “na- 
die me había hablado de la posi- 
bilidad de continuar mis estudios, 
y no teníamos dinero. Mis amigos 
me preguntaban si iba a trabajar en 
las enlatadoras como única opción 
en mi futuro”, recuerda. 

Sin embargo, cuando una per- 
sona representando la Universidad 
Estatal de San José (SJSU siglas 
en inglés) visitó su escuela en su 
último año de estudios, le informó 
de cómo continuar su preparación 
académica con la ayuda de becas 
y préstamos para estudiantes. 

“Una de las razones por las 
que decidí ir a la universidad es 
porque sentí que tomaban ventaja 
de los mexicoamericanos, latinos 
o indígenas porque no conocíamos 
bien el idioma, las leyes o teníamos 
que depender de otras personas 
para protegernos. Llegué a la 
conclusión de que teníamos que 
aprender a hacerlo nosotros mis- 
mos. Decidí desde un primer mo- 
mento aprender cómo funciona el 
sistema para no permitir que si- 
guieran tomando ventaja de mi fa- 
milia y de la comunidad”, sefiala 
Kathy. 

La hoy candidata a la Asam- 
blea Estatal por el Distrito 23, 
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obtuvo su credencial de maestros de 


esa alma mater, dando inicio de esta ' 


manera a su compromiso de apoyar 
la educación de los jóvenes, labor 
que ha venido realizando por más 
de 30 años a través de diferentes 
organizaciones del área.

Al ver el interés de la gente, 
se dijo “‘ voy a comprar otra camio- 
neta y voy a ver que pasa”, y así 
nació Truck Heaven (nombre ante- 
rior)”, recordó la candidata quien lo 
apoyó haciéndose cargo de repon- 
sabilidades como la contabilidad. 

Kathy y Bill se casaron el 14 
de septiembre de 1974. De su unión 
nacieron Michael y Robert, y cria- 
ron a dos sobrinos de ella, “como 
sin fueran nuestros hijos y sin nin- 
guna ayuda”, recalcó. 

Ella acompañaba a su esposo a 
las subastas donde vendían las ca- 
mionetas, un campo ampliamente 
dominado por hombres.

Castañeda y el plan Bush

En días pasados tuve la 
oportunidad de entrevistar al Ex 
canciller de México, Jorge Casta- 
ñeda, justo a su llegada al Área de 
la Bahía. 

Hablamos de varios temas, en- 
tre ellos y al que me referiré en mi 
columna de esta semana fue el 
“Plan de Visas Temporales de 
Trabajo” que ha propuesto el Pre- 
sidente George W. Bush. 

Recordemos que cuando estu- 
vo al frente de la Secretaría de 
Relaciones Exteriores de México, 
el académico se convirtió en uno 
de los “pilares ejecutivos” de lo que 
fueron las primeras conversaciones 
formales para lograr un acuerdo 
migratorio entre ambos países. 

Castañeda se convirtió en el 
eje académico de estos encuentros 
con Collin Powell en Washington, 


D.C. Él, junto con el Presidente 
Vicente Fox (quien tenía una 
promesa de campaña pendiente 
con los millones de braceros 
mexicanos que laboran en Estados 
Unidos), insistieron en revivir de 
manera activa el de la inmigración, 
como puntos prioritarios a tratar 
en la agenda binacional. 

No le “hecho porras” (como 
decimos en México) a Jorge Cas- 
tañeda. Le conozco desde hace 
varios años cuando asistí a aca- 
démicos en periodismo de la Uni- 
versidad de Stanford, en la orga- 
nización de un Foro sobre México, 
dirigido a los editores de varios pe- 
riódicos importantes de Califor- 
nia. 

Reconozco sin embargo, sus 
amplios conocimientos académi- 
cos que alcanzan diversas discipli- 
nas. Esta gran preparación y domi- 
nio del tema migratorio, pusieron 
a México en buen lugar ante 
Estados Unidos en esas negocia- 
ciones. 

Para el Excanciller, el Plan 
propuesto por el Presidente de 
Estados Unidos es incompleto. 

Castañeda agrega que el Plan 
no especifica tampoco una serie 
de aspectos importantes como el 


lugar en donde debe esperar el 
inmigrante, para poder renovar su 
visa por un segundo período de 
tres años para poder continuar en 
este país. No señala tampoco si 
puede o no traer a su familia. 

Al preguntarle sobre si este 
Plan es meramente “electoral” por 
parte del Presidente Bush, Casta- 


ñeda responde más allá. Con razón 


expone que, independientementé 
de las políticas internas que tenga 
este proyecto, lo que debe im- 
portar a México es que al menos, 
aunque incompleta, ya existe una 
propuesta concreta. 

Dependerá del Ejecutivo Fe- 
deral estadounidense el que esta 
propuesta sea aprobada por el 
Congreso, dependerá de que la 
sepa manejar con inteligencia ante 
sus opositores más fuertes. 

El Excanciller de México 
exhortó a los grupos que defienden 
los derechos humanos de los 
indocumentados a seguir en su 
lucha.

Illegal immigration: A world concern

Twenty-one Albanians died 
recently in the Adriatic Sea as 
they tried to enter Italy illegally. 
Another twenty Chinese illegal 
immigrants suffocated in a truck 
a few years ago. They were 
headed for Great Britain. Hun- 
dreds of undocumented workers 
died on the Mexico/U.S. border 
in the last several years. The cir- 
cumstances in these and other 
cases are not exactly alike but the 
immigrants’ goals were the 
same— finding minimum wage 
jobs in wealthy countries. 

Why do people risk their 
lives? The reasons have to do with

tween rich and poor countries. 
The most obvious one is that once 
the perilous journey is completed, 
jobs will be available. 

The temptation to seek new 
opportunities is particularly 
strong if the two countries share 
a border. That is exactly the case 
between the U.S. and Mexico. 
Considering the fact that the mini- 
mum hourly wage in the U.S. is 
the equivalent of at least a full 
day’s work in Mexico, if work is 
available, the appeal is almost ir- 
resistible. 

‘The same appeal exists even 
in poor countries which have sig- 
nificant wage disparities. Neither 
the Dominican Republic nor Haiti 
is wealthy, yet the gap in wages 
between the two countries, which 
share the island of Hispaniola, 
pushes Haitians to move to the 
Dominican Republic and do work 
Dominicans refuse. 

But the appeal for “high” 
wages sometimes means crossing 
many borders. That is the case 
with the immigration into Europe

North Africans as well as Asian 
undocumented workers travel 
thousand of miles across sea or 
land and sometimes both to north- 
ern European countries looking 
for work. 

In recent times, even coun- 
tries such as Italy, Greece, and 
Spain, which have historically 
sent their own people abroad, 
have been receiving immigrants. 
Albanians and Bulgarians do ag- 
ricultural work in Greece and also 
care for the elderly parents of 
middle-class Greeks. In southern 
Spain, Moroccans, most of them 
illegal immigrants, harvest toma- 
toes and peppers. When they 
threatened to unionize a few years 
ago, Spanish companies began to 
bring Ecuadorians, Lithuanians, 
and Ukrainians to replace them. 

Illegal immigration would 
disappear if companies were 
forced to advertise their job needs 
and if salaries were to rise to a 
level which locals would find ac- 
ceptable. If agricultural jobs paid 
15-20 dollars an hour in the U.S., 
Americans would take the jobs. 
That is not going to happen any- 
time soon. 

In the aftermath of 9-11 more 
and more concerns have emerged 
about both legal and illegal im- 
migration. The victories of right 
wing parties in Europe are to a 
certain extent explained by the 
politicians’ exploitation of fear. 
Conservative politicians such as 
Jean Marie Le Pen of France, 
Silvio Berlusconi in Italy as well 
as others in Germany and Austria 
owe their success in considerable 
measure to their strong views on 
the need to control immigration. 
By playing on voters’ fear of ter- 
rorism and blaming the rise in 
crime on immigrants, both legal 
and not, right wing parties have 
increased their power by offering 
solutions which are based on little

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Congreso de EE.UU. sin prisa por 
prohibir matrimonios homosexuales

Washington, (EFE).- El 
Congreso de Estados Unidos, 
dominado por los republicanos, 
aconseja cautela sobre una contro- 
vertida enmienda constitucional 
que prohíba el matrimonio entre 
homosexuales, como pidió el 
presidente George W. Bush. 

El mandatario sumó puntos 
políticos entre círculos conserva- 
dores el martes pasado al romper 
su silencio y apoyar dicha enmien- 
da, pero su aprobación en el Con- 
greso no será una tarea fácil ni rá- 
pida, según fuentes legislativas. 

El tema se ha convertido, con- 
tra los deseos de la Casa Blanca, 
en un asunto altamente politizado 
y por ese motivo los líderes del 
Congreso aconsejan cautela, to- 
mando en cuenta la ingente labor 
que supone aprobar una enmienda 
constitucional. 

Se requiere el “sf” de dos ter- 
ceras partes en ambas cámaras del 
Congreso y. ante la división incluso 
entre los republicanos conserva- 
dores y los más moderados, es 
difícil lograr la aprobación. 

Pero el proceso no para en el 
Congreso. Una vez aprobada por 
las dos cámaras, para que entre en 
vigor, la enmienda constitucional 
debe ser ratificada por las legis- 
laturas de tres cuartas partes de los 
estados de la nación. 

Además, por principios filosó- 
ficos, a muchos congresistas no les 
sienta bien la idea de alterar la 
Constitución de Estados Unidos 
por un asunto que, aunque conlleva 
ciertos elementos legales. tiene un 
cariz netamente cultural. 


Los republicanos ya habían 
perdido la batalla por aprobar una 
enmienda constitucional para 
exigir el equilibrio del presupuesto, 
y eso, según ellos, era un asunto 
más apremiante debido a que 
afecta directamente a los bolsillos 
de los estadounidenses. 

El líder de la mayoría republi- 
cana de la Cámara de Representan- 
tes, Tom DeLay, ha reconocido que 
tomará algún tiempo recabar su- 
ficiente apoyo en el Congreso y 
aprobarla este mismo año, y “no 
queremos hacerlo apresuradamen- 
tes 

Además, los republicanos del 
Congreso, en constantes pugnas 
con la oposición demócrata, quie- 
ren analizar primero otras opciones 
jurídicas para defender el matrimo- 
nio como la unión entre un hombre 
y una mujer, según DeLay. 

“Sabemos que será muy difícil 
aprobar la enmienda en ambas 
cámaras del Congreso, porque 
incluso los grupos que la respaldan 
están divididos sobre lo que debe 
incluir. Tomará algún tiempo” uni- 
ficar criterios, reconoció DeLay. 

Su colega republicano en el 
Comité de Reglamentos, David 
Dreier, piensa que es preferible 
dirimir el asunto a través de los 
tribunales. 

El líder de la mayoría republi- 
cana del Senado, Bill Frist, instó a 
sus colegas a pensar y actuar sobre 
el asunto de forma concienzuda. 

Otros republicanos, como el

pero que, al final, sería mejor que 
el asunto quedará en manos de los 
representantes estatales.

Réplicas crean pánico en población 
sin esperanzas de supervivientes

Imzuren (Marruecos), 

(EFE).- La esperanza de encontrar 
supervivientes bajo los escombros 
de los edificios desmoronados por 
el terremoto que el martes pasado 
se registró en la región marroquí 
de Alhucemas casi se ha disipado, 
mientras las réplicas han extendido 
el pánico entre unos habitantes que 
sufren su dolor y la lluvia debajo 
de “jaimas”. 
En Imzuren, localidad a unos 
12 kilómetros de Alhucemas que 
fue la más afectada por el primer 
terremoto (en la madrugada del 
martes), miembros del Ejército y 
de Protección Civil de Marruecos 
se afanan en la instalación en un 
descampado de decenas de 
“jaimas” (tiendas) de plástico 
verdes y amarillas.

Son insuficientes para todos,

El consumo generoso de grasas y carnes, ha ganado popularidad entre más 
de 40 millones de estadounidenses, quienes se han sumado a las dietas bajas 
en carbohidratos, como la famosa dieta de Atkins. EFE

Impacto en la industria 

Atkins no sólo ha sido acogida 
por millones de consumidores, sino 
que su principio de alta ingestión 
de carnes tiene contenta a la indus- 
tria ganadera. 

El consumo de carne de res 
aumentó un 10 por ciento en el 
cuarto trimestre de 2003 respecto 
a igual período de 2002, según 
cálculos del profesor de economía 
agrícola de la misma universidad, 
James Mintert. 

Aunque no es el único factor 
del crecimiento de esta demanda, 
“estamos viendo la reversión de 
una tendencia de muchos años en 
la que Atkins ha tenido un 


impacto”, añadió Mintert. 

La demanda de carne en 
EE.UU. comenzó a crecer en 1998, 
tras 20 años en la que se redujo en 
alrededor de un 50 por ciento. 

Pero aunque los ganaderos, 
distribuidores y comerciantes de 
carne están recogiendo beneficios, 
la otra cara de la moneda se aprecia 
en la industria de los granos. 

“Hemos notado que el consu- 
mo de harina ha caído de 3 a 4 
libras per cápita en los tres últimos 
años”, lo que representa una sig- 
nificativa reducción de la demanda 
general, dijo Dale Eustace, pro- 
fesor de industria y ciencia de los 
granos. 

La tendencia está forzando a 
esta industria a revisar sus estra- 
tegias de mercadeo, con la pro- 
ducción de campañas educativas 
sobre los beneficios de los granos. 


El sector de pastelería está 
igualmente tomando acciones, con 
firmas como Sára Lee creando 
líneas de productos que se ajusten 
a los principios de dietas como 
Atkins. 

Pero así como ha calado la 
furia de Atkins, especialistas pre- 
vén que pronto habrá una dis- 
minución de su popularidad, aun- 
que en general los consumidores 
americanos tiendan a reducir los 
carbohidratos. 

Además, entre la comunidad 
científica existe una controversia 


sobre las consecuencias de la dieta 
Atkins a largo plazo. 

La razón es que altos consu- 
mos de grasa y carne están aso- 
ciados a un mayor riesgo de pade- 
cimientos del corazón, alta tensión, 
cáncer y enfermedades del riñón. 

Justamente las últimas edicio- 
nes de revistas como People y 
Newsweek hacen alusión a una 
controversia sobre el estado de 
salud del propio Robert Atkins, in- 
ventor de la dieta, por su padeci- 
miento del corazón y supuesto 
sobrepeso en el momento de su 


muerte. 

Sandra Procter, dietista regis- 
trada, asegura que “muchos pro- 
fesionales están preocupados con 
los efectos de una dieta tan poco 
balanceada”. 

Explicó que si se sigue por 
mucho tiempo, “la persona puede 
experimentar efectos como estre- 
ñimiento, fatiga”, y añadió que “no 
existen investigaciones que prue- 
ben la seguridad de una dieta muy 
baja en carbohidratos durante 
ningún período de tiempo”.s=> 


La clonación abre nuevas esperanzas a la diabetes

Miami, (EFE).- La clona- 
ción está todavía en las primeras 
fases de desarrollo con todo tipo 
de escollos científicos y morales, 
pero ya se empiezan a hacer cá- 
balas sobre qué enfermedades se 
verán más beneficiadas. Entre 
ellas está, sin duda, la diabetes, 
una enfermedad que afecta par- 
ticularmente a los hispanos en 
comparación a la incidencia en 
el resto de la población. 

La clonación ha vuelto a co- 
locarse en el primer plano de la 
actualidad científica al anunciar 
el Hospital Universitario Han- 
yang de Seúl de la Universidad 
de Corea del Sur que han obteni- 
do embriones humanos por clo- 
nación. 

En esta materia hay muchos 
antecedentes dentro del sector 
agrícola, al haberse introducido 
mejoras en las semillas para lo- 
grar plantas más grandes, in- 
munes a las pestes y con más ren- 


dimientos en sus semillas y fru- 
tos. 

Son los llamados alimentos 
“transgénicos”. Si con ellos se 
han generado innumerables con- 
troversias es fácil imaginar que 
ya estamos en los albores de una 
complicada discusión acerca de 
su utilización en los seres huma- 
nos. 

El experimento científico de 
Corea consistió en la extracción 
de material del núcleo de células 
de reproducción de 16 mujeres y 
al juntarlas con el citoplasma, — 
sustancia que rodea a los nú- 
cleos— obtuvieron embriones 
clonados. 

Estas células son las que en 
el transcurso de los sucesivos 
meses se irán convirtiendo en los 
diferentes tejidos que conforman 
un organismo pluricelular (de 
muchas células) que es en defini- 
tiva lo que somos los seres huma- 
nos. 

La razón de este experi- 


mento consiste en que al extraer 
las células en ese estadio tan 
temprano se podrían utilizar para 
tratar enfermedades, para las que 
hoy en día la ciencia médica sólo 
tienes respuestas parciales o en 
ciertas casos ni siquiera eso. 

Entre las enfermedades que 
eventualmente podrían bene- 
ficiarse con este método están la 
diabetes, diferentes distrofias 
musculares, enfermedad de Alz- 
heimer, esclerosis múltiple, es- 
clerosis lateral amiotrófica y 
muchas otras dolencias hasta 
ahora incurables.
